Postmaster John II. Eckert ex­ 
presses .surprise concerning the 
opposition from local people of 
postoffice officials to improve the 
mail service here. 
It is apparent from his state­ 
ment that Postmaster Eckert has 
not had a great deal of experi­ 
ence in the past with movements 
designed to better the welfare of 
the citizens of Gettysburg and 
vicinity. 
Anent the estahli hment of a 
special automobile service which 
brings the mail to Gettysburg and 
its rural routes five hours earlier 
than by train. Postmaster Eckert 
comments on the action of several 
Gettysburg citizens who took it 
upon themselves to write to the 
postoffice department at Wash­ 
ington protesting against the pro­ 
posal ti» establish the sfiecial de­ 
livery system. 
“When our aim and purpose is 
to give the people of our com­ 
munity and those served on the 
rural 
routes the best 
possible 
mail service. I can't understand 
why anyone would protest,” Mr. 
Eckert said.

Corpse is Found at 
Williams 
port; Possibility of Being 
Missing Countian. 


In a fall from the top of a box car 
in the Rutherford yards of the Read­ 
ing railroad, Thursday, John L. Shoop, 
48, West Middle street, a brakeman, 
suffered severe internal injuries and 
is a patient in the 
Harrisburg 
hos­ 
pital. 
The accident occurred when a brake 
club, used by Shoop in releasing a 
hand brake, slipped, and he lost his 
balance, falling about 12 feet to the 
ground. 
At the hospital it wras said today 
that Shoop is suffering from injuries 
to his kidneys, but that he was rest­ 
ing easier than anytime since his ad­ 
mission.

“Both- hunters and commission­ 
ers agree that the does are not 
only becoming a nuisance to some 
farmers in some sections but the 
number of does in proportion to 
the number of bucks is too large 
for the good of the strain. 
“The only point of difference 
seems to be that those gunners 
who have started the movement 
against the Commission’s decision 
believe the hunters 
themselves 
should be allowed in a special doe 
season in 
certain 
enumerated 
counties to go into the woods and 
themselves hunt the does. 
“Those in charge of the move­
